AMSTERDAM, Oct. 4.—<Austria-Hungary has requested Holland to 
invite the belligeients to take part in peace negotiations, says the Vienna 
correspondent of the Berlin Tageblatt. The correspondent adds that Hol- 
land already has sent out the invitations. : 

A delegation of Hungarian statesmen, headed by Premier Wekerle, 
has arrived in Vienna in connection with a new peace move, according 
to the Cologne Gazette. 

The German newspapers are devoting much attention to the polit- 
foal affairs of Austria and Hungary and say that the formation of a coall- 
tion Cabinet in each country is contemplated. 

According to the Weser Zeitung of Bremen, the Austrian ministers 
have become \panic-stricken, and, fearing that the roof will fall on their 
heads, are ready to make concessions to the separatist parties.

FRENCH HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, Thursday, Oct. 3 (Reu- 
ter’s.)-—-With the progress of the Al- 
lies from the Aisne to the Meuse, 
the Germans are dally becoming 
more alarmed over their situation 
between Rheims and Moronvillers 
heights. 

Allied forces are daily nearing 
the lateral railways which permit 
the enemy to move his reserves from 
point to point. During the past two 
days the advance of the Allies has 
made the route from the Argonne 
along the Alre Valley useless except 
by night. His next line of commun 
cation is twelve miles to the north. 

In this sector, however, the Allies 
have to deal with the German Crown 
Prince, who does not desire to be 
the first German commander to give 
the order to retreat. 

The capture of Challerange, north- 
west of the Argonne fores{, means 
that the enemy's second line of re- 
sistance, which he was wise enough 
to prepare, has been breached. 

This line lacks the fantastic 
strength of the frst line seven miles 
back, but it enabled the enemy to 
hold on tenaciously during the last 
few days of fighting. It was organ- 
ized in great depth, like the old 
line, but it has no continuous lines 
of trenches like the old front. It 
consists of many links of concrete 
machine-gun shelters, protected by 
an abundance of extraordinarily 
deep entanglements. 

The fighting, especially on the 
left, has been of a furious character 
the Germans clinging to their poal- 
tions with the greatest obstinacy 


in the line and then flung in twelve 
new divisions, all having been sol- 
emnly enjoined by their commanders 
that they must hold the ground at 
all cost. 

Gen. Gouraud's army had and still 
has the hardest task of all the 
French armies.

PERTH AMBOY (N. J.) Oct. 4— 
Many men were killed and ‘scores 
injured in a tremendous explosion 
early tonight at the plant of the T. 
A. Gillespie Shell Loading Company 
at Morgan, near here. The first ex- 
plosion, which shook the countryside 
for miles and caused citizens of 
South Amboy to flee from their 
homes, was followed by a series of 
less severe explosions and by a fire 
which for hours defied the efforts of 
fire departments summoned from all 
near-by cities and towns, 

The number of dead and injured 
cannot be determined until em- 
ployees of the plant answer a roll 
call in the morning. Estimates late 
tonight, however, placed the number 
of killed and hurt at from fifty to 
more than a hundred. 

Ambulances sent from here and 
carrying twenty-five doctors returned 
with many of the injured, and, for 
fear that the city hospital would not 
accommodate all the victims, a ho- 
tel was prepared to receive the 
overfiow. Ambulances dispatched 
from Elizabeth and other cities were 
reported to be taking other victims 
to those cities. United States Base 
Hospital No. 3 at Colonia sent am- 
bulances and doctors to aid tn the 
rescue work.

In the morgue at South Amboy. and 
others were being removed from the

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY

{The capture of Blanc Mont and 
Medeah farm was announced in 
Thursday night's French official 
statement. It wag not made known, 
however, that American forces had 
effected the capture. The Ameri- 
cans here are evidently co-operat- 
ing with Gen. Gouraud’s French 
army in the Champagne, pushing 
the attack on the left. Blanc 
Mont is more than three miles 
northwest of Somme-Py, while the 
captured farm lies just to the east. 

Little by little the Americans and 
French also were wresting from the 
enemy the strong positions south of 
Orfeull, Liry and Monthois. 

AMERICAN HEADQUARTERS 
IN FRANCE, Oct. 4.—(Reuter’s.)— 
When German forces advanced on 
Tuesday in an attempt to capture 
Apremont, on the front northwest 
of Verdun, American tanks sudden- 
ly emerged from the town in all di- 
rections. The tanks went lurching 
through the German ranks spray- 
ing bullets into them from all sides 
and spreading the utmost terror and 
consternation. 

The American tanks after smash- 
ing their way through the German 
lines wheeled about and repeated 
the operation with deadly results. 
The enemy losses were extremely 
heavy. n one Germah company 
nine men were killed and thirty 
were wounded out of seventy. In 
another company ten were 
and forty were w out of 
eighty. 

Owing to delays caused dy the 
curious distribution of the roads in 
this district it had been impossible 
until yesterday for the Americans 
effectively to organize counter bat- 
tery work, but thanks to the pro- 
longed fine weather the difficulties 
of Gen. Pershing’s men are disap- 
pearing and the infantry h receiving 
the needed support. The organ- 
ization of the American positions 
also has gone far to rob the German 
guns of their recent advantage. 

The accumulation of enemy air-

proof, if it be required, of the im- 
portance attached to this front.

Pasadena, Riverside, Arling- 
ton, Hollywood Complain. 


Discrepancies in Rates are 
Alleged by Them. 


Santa Monica is Represented

Discrepancies in fares, based up- 
on a comparison with mileage 
charges and 6-cent limits in effect | 
elsewhere, were pointed out vester- 
day by representatives of Pasadena, 
Hollywood, Riverside and Arlington 
at a State Railroad Commission 
hearing upon these cities, a petition 


case. Complaints by Santa Monica 
also were heard. 

Witnesses asserted that the one- 
way and round-trip fares between 
Riverside and Arlington have been 
Increased from 10 to 20 cents, re- 
spectively, to 22 and 36 cents. One 
man testified that he had been pay- 
ing a 10-cent fare on the Magnolia- 
avenue line to reach the  56-cent 
limits, although the distance 
traveled is @nly half a mile. 

John Davis, president of the 
Arlington Board of Education, 
stated that school children going @ 
distance vf from one to two miies 


10-cent fares. It vas pointed out 
that the fare from Tyler street to 
Jackson street in Riverside had been 
increased from 5 to 16 cents, al- 
though the distance is only a mile 
and a halt. 

Hollywood representatives pro- 
tested against school children having 
to pay 10 cents to ride a short dis- 
tance to school, but did not think 
commutation fares were too high. 

PASADENA'S CASE. 


Pasadene complained of certain 
rates, mainly one-way and round- 
trip fares to Los Angeles, the rate 
now beine 22 and 38 cents, respec- 
tively. City Attorney Munger sug- 
gested that the Commission recom- 
mend a schedule based upon 54 
cents for the first six and one-half 
mlles and a mileage basis beyond 
that limit, in which case Pasadeno 
would pay 19 and 3? cents, respec- 
tively, for one-way and round-trips. 

Witiam H. Carter, public service 
commissioner of Santa Monica, aaid 
he thought the rates to that city sre 
too high. and declared that jitney 
bueses are on the increase as a re- 
sult. He said he bad heard that 
a jitney concern is planning to be- 
gin running between there and Los 
Angeles for a rate not to exceed 50 
cents the round trip. When asked 
by Commissioner Leveland to give 
the name of his Informant he de- 
clined to 10 so. e was informed 
that his evidence uld have to be 
stricken from the records unless he 
gave the partys name, and he was 
given unt!) today to furnish It.

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THE NATIONS AT THE COUNCIL TABLE. 


HAT great council of nations, which, as President Wilson says, must 
accept the task of insuring the triumph of justice and fair dealing for 
all mankind; that Supreme Court of the World, which will sit in judg- 

ment not alone upon the enemy, but will search the hearts and consciences 
of the Allies and neutrals as well; that gathering to which all nations will 
send of their intellectual and spiritual best, so that a new world constitution 
may be formed, will be the most stupendous and historic event of all recorded 
time. To materialize the great idealistic programme as laid down by Presi- 
dent Wilson in his Liberty Loan h. with its lofty principles, is a task 
for gods rather than men; for only by the domination of a Divine Righteous- 
ness, by the exercise of the purest and most altruistic motives of which man- 
kind is capable, can that wondrous and noble programme be brought to 
iti If indeed, as the President has set forth, a secure and lasting peace 
is to accrue, “It will be necessary for all who sit down at the peace table 
to come ready and willing to pay the price. And that price is impartial 
justice in every item of the settlement, ‘no matter whose interests are crossed; 
not only impartial justice, but also the satisfaction of the several peoples 
whose fortunes are to be dealt with.” ae 

Through the long centuries the world has been rife with international 
oppressions, international distrust, international hates and counter-alliances, 
selfish and petty greeds. Tradition and intriguing governments have fostered 
enmities and antagonisms; and the creed of To the conqueror the spoils” 
has too long dominated world statesmanship. lnternational intrigue has 
been the sport of kings and statesmen in which the lives and liberties of 
whole peoples have been the stakes. Honorable and fair dealing were for 
the individual, rarely for the nations. National histories are a long recital 
of victories and ; records of the rise and fall of Might, never the 
chronicles of the triumphs of supreme Justice. 

When the great council of the nations to come shall sit around the peace 
table, they will meet with the obstacles of a thousand traditions, a thousand 
international enmities, a thousand fixed and ossified ideas of rights 
rights founded on gelfish national desires, and that stubborn of all 
dictums that “Possession is nine points of the law. When one considers 
the multitude of international hopes and fears and claims whose roots are 
embedded in centuries of hate and distrust, task of the council to come 
boggles the imagination. For this peace council has undertaken to redeem 
— for the whole world, to wipe out all the stubborn prejudices of fast- 
rooted traditions, to lay such firm and sound foundations for peace that wars 
may never ravage the world again. . 

I. 


EVER was humanity called upon for the exercise of its loftiest prin- 
ciples, transformed from words to deeds, as it is today. The old-age 
maxim of “Honesty is the best policy must and will become a living 

rehlity. not trite lip-service. For justice can only be born of honesty and 
truth, and world justice must prevail. 1 

But the great war of the twentieth century has proven that mankind is 
capable of a sublime altruism, that justice and righteousness are still the great- 
est factors in life. 

And it has shown that peoples can dee and have risen beyond the lim- 
ited and selfish ideals of their statesmen, it has proven that the heart of 
the world is sound and that the noblest Christian principles still survive su- 
preme on earth. And out of this great peace council shal] come a blessed 
fruition of 

“Peace on earth and good will toward men.” 

And to gain peace on earth and good will toward men, the council's 
ramifications must take cognizance of all peoples and perts of the world, 
of a thousand diverse and conflicting interests and age-long prejudices. 

Take for instance, the question of the yellow peril.” 
laws against the Chinese and Japanese and Indians have caused bitter heart- 
burnings and controversies in the United States, in A ia, and many parts 
of the British Empire. That is but one highly controversial question that 
must be settled to the satisfaction of all parties. This does not mean that 
all barriers must be broken down, for the oriental nations themselves have 
never been insistent on this point and they probably hold certain reciprocal 
views regarding the occidental nations. But it must be settled to the satis- 
faction of all parties and it must be settled at the council table, not in its 
details, but certainly in its wider scope. This question alone holds the germs 
of future wars jn prolific extent and has been used by the,agitators to foment 
hate and distrust to an incredible degree in the past. And it directly im- 
plicates the United States in which this controversy has been rife. 

Again there is the question of British India. Benevolent British rule 
in India has not obviated the unrest that goes automatically with subject na- 
tions. Already British statesmen are working on a scheme of progressive 
self-government for the peoples of India. _* 

And the perennial grievance of Ireland. This must certainly reach a 
conclusive end at that council table—a controversy which British statesmen 
have been trying to settle in vain for nigh upon a century. The Irish question 
seethes with rancor and bitterness, Ireland herself is divided almost hopelessly 
on the subject and to find an adjustment, fo appease all parties would appear 
to be a well-nigh impossible task. But for the future peace of the world, 
for that triumph of justice and righteousness, which the peace council has 
undertaken to insure, Ireland and England must fix the future status of Ire- 
land, conforming to the considered verdict of the great peace council no 
matter whose path is cr iy 

The conflicting interests of the inflammable Balkan States, which have 


kept Europe on the brink of war through the ages, offer a sufficient task in 


themselves for any council of nations. But these, too, must be arranged 
definitely, adamantly, no matter whose path is crossed,’ at the peace table, 

if all its labors are not to come to nought. Martyred Serbia, chastened Bul- 
garia, exploited Rumania, punished Turkey, subjugated Montenegro, neutral 
Greece and Albania, must all have their status, rights and privileges decided 
at that council table, must all assuage their hates and set out ypon a path 
of mutual understanding, „ 
nations. r 

The g tribulations of Poland and Finland, of Hungary, of the 
Trentino, of Alsace-Lorraine, must all be laundered, aired and ironed out 
at that great peace conference—the world’s washing carnival in which all 
the dirty linen of international intrigue and persecution is to be cleansed. 
The soiled laundry of the earth, washed in blood and sorrow, must and will 
receive the ablutions of the world council. It all must be washed and boiled 
and blued and starched and ironed and sorted, and retigned sweet, whole- 
some, and intact to its rightful owners, no matter whose ings have been 
inscribed upon it. 

Another peculiarly vexatious question is that of the colonies The 
African colonies wrested from Germany both in the East and the West must 
be satisfactorily disposed of, as also the Pacific islands taken from the enemy 
by Australia in the early days of the war. And the various European pos- 
sessions in North Africa, involving Great Britain, France, Italy and Spain 
will claim their measure of consideration. And there is always Russia— 


chat great empire, ravaged now by internal turmoil, whose pacification must 


be assured before any world peace can accrue.

HE task would ggem to be well-nigh impossible. But the hope of the 

world rests upon the United States of America, the one country of all 

others whose motives, aims and desires ate above reproach. The 
United States, whose President has from the very beginning, stood for uni- 
versal justice and freedom, which has istently disclaimed all territorial 
gains, and national aggrandizement. e Allies aligned against Germany. 
in whose cause the United States mobilized its vast resources in men and 
money, know and value füll well the conditions under which this country 
entered the war and subscribe whole-heartedly to its honest and acclaimed 
principles of world liberation and freedom. Of all the nations in the world 
the United States has fewer antagonisms, more international friendships. less 
dubious history, and, perhaps because of its polyglot population, a greater 
sympathy with all nations. The history of this country has been peculiarly 
free from international acrimony in the aggregate—our sympathetic deal- 
ings with China and with Mexico stand as firm testimony on our behalf. 

And so it will come to pass that in the great council of nations, the 
young, virile, honest and altruistic United States will play the larger role, 


its voice will be heard with the least distrust, its motives accepted with the 


least suspicion, not alone by its Allies, but by the once-contemptuous enemy 
whose ‘arrogance blinded it to our proffered friendship, and which, against 
repeated and patient warnings, aligned us on the other side. Yes, even the 
enemy countries know full well that such mercy as is vouchsafed them by 
the League of Nations, as distinct from a verdict of plain justice, will come 
largely through the influential ministrations of the United States. 

When the nations do meet at that historic council table for the recon- 
struction and salvation of the world, every soul of every religious faith should
